Defaulting Bank President Makes Out 


List of His Assets and 


Liabilities, 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 27.—A vol- 


untary petition in 
bankruptcy was 


filed in the United States 
District 


court today by Frank G. Bigelow, con 
fessed 
defaulting president of 
the 


First National bank. In the petition 
Bigelow states that his indebtedness 
to banks, institutions, and estates of 
which he had charge will aggregate 
between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. The 
petition contains the names of 
as 


many of Bigelow's creditors as he can 
remember together with a list of as- 
sets on which Mr. Bigelow's valuation 
is $1,419,000- 


According to the bill his creditors 


extend all over the United States. 


To the Broadhead is due $100,000. 


The debt is unsecured. It is also be- 
lieved other trusts held by the ex- 
banker have suffered- Those familiar 
with the situation and with what in- 
formation they can glean from the 
former banker fear his liabilities will 
run up to considerably more than his 
present estimates as they believe sub- 
sequent revelations will show trans- 
actions of even a more startling na- 
ture. 


So far as could be ascertained, Big- 


elow had no system of keeping a 
record of his financial transactions 
and the schedule of liabilities and as- 
sets had to be made up from a list 
made in pencil on a half sheet of note 
paper in Bigelow's handwriting.

o show why such a one was made, 
he court held that 
Barber as vice 


>resident of the bank was not the cus- 
odian of its funds, and while he may 
have overdrawn his account heavily 
vhile he was such vice president, that 
his was no crime on the part of Bar- 
jer or anyone else, and that it was 
merely an extension of credit to Bar- 
jer by the bank officials. 
His over- 


irafts are to be considered in the same 
ight as those of any other depositor 
n the bank. 


Barber's second trial on an entirely 
ifferent indictment, will be begun be 
ore Judge B. M. Kennedy of McCon- 
nellsville, in Zanesville, June 5, the al- 
eged bank wrecker having been suc- 
essful in securing a change of ven- 
e. Barber also succeeded in having 


i this second trial postponed from May 
5 to June 5 to allow his 
attorneys 


time to -examhnf certain papers which 
the prosecution is to introduce into 
the next trial. 


The charge on which Barber's trial 


began before Judge J. H. Mackey in 
common pleas court here on Wednes- 
day, November 30, of last year, and 
on which he was convicted about 30 
days later, was the embezzlement of 
$85 from the Commercial bank. On 
June 9, two days before Barber and 
his brother-in law Presley C. Patter- 
son, former cashier, of the Commercial 
bank left Cambridge, Barber issued a 
check on thc Commercial bank for ?85 
to T. M. Bond, ex-county treasurer and 
real estate dealer.
